STKAMRU SEIZED. 


Dover, Eng.. July 28.— ,T. W. Bnrgess 
starteil to-day In a second attempt to 
nwiiu across th*- English channel, enter¬ 
ing, the water at Lydden. four miles 
northWCftl of this port. Burgess In 10^4

Green's "History of the English Peo¬ 
ple.” which ranks among the foremost 
standard historical works of the time*, 
trace* very carefully the course of the 
great revivals in the religious life of the 
najfon. and their result* in social and 
political reconstruction.

•exaggerate the importance and signiti- 
cance of the great speech delivered by 
Earl UolH-rtH in the House of Lords on 
Monday Inst; and if the people are not 
entirely Mink in apathy and indifferrm-* 
to the national welfare, the wonls of this 
great soldier should find an H'ho in the 
mind and heart of every Hriton. Hpeak- 
ing with the authority due to brilliant 
gnd devoted service df nearly half a 
century, the veteran field marshal has 
brushed aside the ordinary comfortable 
platitudes which the nation is accus¬ 
tomed to hear and has not only laid hear 
the ugly truth with regard to our mili¬ 
tary position, but has point<sl out that 
here as elsewhere “the path of duty ia 
the path of safety.” 

Lord Roberts’ words are so weighty 
and the lessou he urges is so completely 
In accord with the truth which the Na¬ 
tional Renrlc* League has l>een stead¬ 
fastly placing before the nation, that I 
trust you will allow im- to emphasise the 
main points of his speech. Leaving aside 
the usual wrangle aa to the possibility or 
impossibility of invasion. Lord Roberta 
points out that we have to protect not 
only tbc*o islands hut “our vast com¬ 
merce and our widely scattered Empire, 
on which the prosperity of the United 
Kingdom absolutely depends.” Admit¬ 
ting that the nation for a moment rea¬ 
lised this truth five years ago. he mjs 
that **the lessons of Houth Africa have 
been forgotten and that our armed forces 
ns a body are as absolutely unfitted and 
unprepared for war as they were In 
1900.” Lord Roberts state* it as his 
opinion that the matter may be “one of 
life or death to this country, and it can¬ 
not therefor** lie left to be settle*! by 
some impromptu action when the time of 
trouble arises.” thus answering by an¬ 
ticipation the usual insincere twaddle 
•boat the nation not being ‘Tip*” for any 
Aacrifice such as national service would 
Involve. 

After alluding to the apathy and Indif¬ 
ference with which the army and th* 
whole qnestion of national defence are 
regarded b.r the nation, and contrasting it 
with the interest taken by th* peoples 
of othef countries io their armies through 
which every citisen passes at some period 
of life. I>»rd Rol»*rts asks; “Will onr 
fellow-countrymen never realise the very 
'grave risks we run in attempting to 
maintain onr position In -the world under 
such eminently inndepuate renditions as 
now exist, and wh.-n all the nations of 
Earo(>* nr *• mnny nations in arms? 
How can we expect ta protect onr own 
interests and keep our Empire intact un¬ 
less the whole nation will rise to the 
•«ca*ion by ..... personally bearing 
their share in the defence of the Em¬ 
pire.” “Every government.” he pro¬ 
ceeds. “Is Inspired and actuated by the 
national setitiment. nnd if that sentiment 
is apathetic how can we expect a jtuvi. 
-eminent to take any decided action to¬ 
wards national Improvement?" 

It would l*e impossible to find a more 
«*omj>lMte vindication of, and support for, 
the principle of national military train¬ 
ing which the National Sanrlce League 
has persistently advocated than thla 
noble and inspiring appeal to the people, 1 
who.are asked to reali**- “what would he 
the position of Great Hritaiu if it were 
to lose Its wealth.

As the National Service League 
bas always urged, “w* do not require a.
